2 MEN WAITERS 


General Disturbance Charged 
Against Strikers Who Deny . 
They Caused Annoyance. 


Two of the striking union waiters 
and a third man were arrested at 
Ninth and Pine streets, near the Mary- 
land Hotel, at 1:30 p. m. Monday, and 
were sent to the Central District Po- 
lice Station. The policemen who ar- 
rested them charged them with creat- 
ing a ‘“‘general disturbance.’’ 

The men said there had been no dis- 
turbance, and that they were not ¢con- 
scious of having committed any act 
which should occasion their arrest. The 
Waiters said they were John B. Car- 
penter, 30 years old, of 119 North Ninth 
street, and John Hansburg, 45, of 1308 
O'Fallon street. The third man said he 
was Justus Daline, a union electrician, 
of 4168 Shaw avenue. 

“Policemen and detectives Were so 
numerous about the Maryland, Jeffer- 
son, Planters and American hotels, 
where the union waiters were locked 
out Saturday night and negroes installed 
that they got in each other’s way. No 
disturbance was reported, up to the time 
of the arrest of the trio near the Mary- 
land. 3 

The four hotels and Nagel’s, Faust’'s 
and Lippe’s restaurants took the initia- 
tive in notifying their union waiters 
they would be no longer employed. The 
managers took this step, they explained, 
in anticipation of a strike order by the 
Waiters’ Union and, as one of them ex- 
pressed ‘it, to “beat the waiters to the 
punch.’”’ 

Manager Walker of the Planters, said 
Monday morning only one union bar- 
tender is employed by the hotel and that 
he is on a vacation. Later three of the 
six bartenders walked out when the call 
was made by the union. At the Jef- 
ferson it was said they only expected to 
loge one of the men behind the bar, but 
three out of four left. One of them has 
been employed at the Planters and pue 
Jefferson for 13 years. 

A prediction was made Monday by 
James Scully, president of the walters’ 
union, that chambermaids, bellboys, 
cooks and bartenders in the hotels would 
be persuaded to quit work because of 
the presence of the negro walters. This 
is. denied by hotel managers, Scully 
said the union would appeal to union 
drivers of brewery, ice, coal and gro- 
cery wagons to refuse to make deliv- 
eries to hotels. 

George Miller, business agent of the 
Bartendérs’ Union, No. 51, said that the 
bartenders would leave work as soon as 
they were called on to serve drinks or- 
dered by the negro waiters for guests in 
the dining rooms. He said the union 
had voted $500 to help the walters an: 
would pay their own members who went 
on strike $15 a week. He said the wait- 
ers had received $1000 from the Wait- 
ers’ International Union.

No 
disturbance was reported, up to the time 
of the arrest of the trio near the Mary- 
land. , 

The four hotels and Nagel’s, Faust’s 
and Lippe’s restaurants took the initia- 
tive in notifying their union waiters 
they would be no longer employed. The 
managers took this step, they explained, 
in anticipation of a strike order by the 
Waiters’ Union and, as one of them ex- 
pressed ‘it, to “beat the waiters to the 
punch.’’ 

Manager Walker of the Planters, said 
Monday morning only one union bar- 
tender is employed by the hotel and that 
he is on a vacation. Later three of the 
six bartenders walked out when the call 
was made by the union. At the Jef- 
ferson it was said they only expected to 
lose one of the men behind the bar, but 
three out of four left. One of them has 
been employed at the Planters and an 
Jefferson for 13 years. 

A prediction was made Monday by 
James Scully, president of the walters’ 
union, that chambermaids, bellboys, 
cooks and bartenders in the hotels would 
be persuaded to quit work because of 
the presence of the negro walters. This 
is. denied by hotel managers, Scully 
said the union would appeal to union 
drivers of brewery, ice, coal and gro- 
cery wagons to refuse to make deliv- 
eries to hotels.

A. M..He had at all times kept care- 
ful inquiry from the home office as 
to the state of the membership, what 
new members had joined, what old | 
members had dropped out and what 
solicitations were being made from 
manufacturers who had never be- 
longed to the association. On many 
occasions he was enabled, after com- 
pleting a bit of work either in a 
political campaign or in breaking 4 
strike, to round up a number of man- 
ufacturers in the district whére he 
‘had been active and induce them to 
become active members. 

Among those whom Col. Mulha!! in- 
duced to become members was George 
‘W. Fairchilds of Oneonta, N. Y., at 
present a member of Congress. He 
wrote first to Fairchild on June 22, 
1907, soliciting his membership together 
with a check for $50, which would 
cover the dues of the organization for 
one year. It appears that Fairchild ne- 
glected the slight formality of sending 

' @ check, and again on Oct. 8, 1907, Col. 
‘Mulhall reminded him that it would be 
desirable for him to forward his check, 
which Fairchild thereupon did. 

. Membership Campaign. 

On Dec. 12, 1907, Roland Phillips, then 
the business manager of the American 
Industries, the official publication of the 
N. A. M., wrote Col. Mulhall, inclosing 
‘him a@ list of 374 manufacturers in the 
. State of Indiana on whom a persistent 
campaign had been made for member- 
ship in the N. A. M. by means of a se- 
ries of letters from the president of the 
organization, Mr. Van Cleave. This list

Was not aware that the association was 
to be used as part of a political ma- 
chine.

The N. A. M. was not averse to pick- 
ing up in every manner possible such in- 
cidental favors as Col. Mulhall could se- 
cure for them from varibus officers of 
the Government at Washington who had 
occasion to feel indebted to his work 
and through that to the officers and 
Members of the N. A. M. 

Col. Mulhall was so successful in se- 
curing these favors that in time the gen- 
eral offices of the N. A. M. of New 
York became a sort of clearing house 
for such things as the products of the 
Government Printing Office in Washing- 
ton, including cook books, charts of riv- 
ers and harbors and all sorts of Gov- 


ernment reports, as well as seeds from 


the Agricultural -Department, plant 
specimens from the Botanical Depart- 
ment and the franks of certain Con- 
gressmen and Senators to a practically 
unlimited extent. In one instance it even 
went so far that Bird requested from 
Col. Mulhall receipt through him from 
the Navy Department of a eds ese 
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a@ compass and a barometer, which valu- 
able property of the United States be- 
came useful, without cost, on the pri- 
vate yacht of the general manager of

Original Letters Held. 

The World holds the original letters 
from the shhonie office of the N. A. M 
written to Col. Mulhall in Washingto: , 
with requests as follows: 

On Dec. 31, 1909, General Manager 
Bird asked that two copies each of the 
books printed for the National Mone- 
tary Commission be sent to Mr. D. A. 
Tompkins of Charlotte, N. C., a director 
of the association. These books were 
to be got from the Government Print- 
ing Office. 

On July 2%, 1910, Secretary Boudinot 
wrote from New York reminding the 
Colonel that certain publications of the 
Department of Agriculture had not yet 
been received by some of the “‘associa- 
tion’s friends.’’ 

On Sept. 1, 1910, D. M. Parry, presi- 
dent of the Parry Auto Co. of Indianap- 
olis, former president of the N. A, M.. 
wrote to Col. Mulhall thanking him for 
the copy of “Uncle S&m’s Cook Book,” 
Which Mrs. Parry had just received. 
It seems that Col. Mulhall had secured 
from the Government Printing Office a 
number of these cook books, had caused 
to be embossed on them in gilt letters 
the names of the wives of a number of 
prominent members of the N. A. M., and 
had had them franked out to thes@ of- 
ficers, ali at Government expense. 

On Jan. 26, 1911, George T. Hoppins, 
secretary of the Wallworth Manufactur- 
ing Co. of Boston, wrote to the Colonel 
thanking him for the receipt of the of- 
ficial directory of the, Sixty-first Con- 
gress, the Congressional Vest Pocket Di- 
rectory, Constitutional Manual Digest, 
and the Criminal Code of the United 
States, all of which he had received un- 
Ger Government frank. 

Seeds Under Frank. 

On Jan. 28, 1911, General Manager Bird 
acknowledged receipt of a package of 
seeds under Government frank. 

On March 14, 1911, J. H. McMichael, 
secretary to Congressman McDermott 
of Illinois, wrote to Cvt. Mulhall, ex- 
plaining that a delivery of bulbs and 
plants from the Botanical Gardens~in- 


tended for General Counsel Emery, re- 


siding in Washington, had been un- 
avoidably delayed, but that he would 
go that day to the gardens and insure 
their immediate delivery. In the same 
letter he assured the Colonel that a 
number of Government books from the 
printing office would be immediately 
franked to President Kirby, and that 
to Col.- Mulhall himself would be 
promptly sent several hundred franks 
which he could use as he saw fit. 


On June 2%, 1911, General 
Bird wrote to Col. Mulhai: asking him 
to send to his friend, Frederick H. 
Beals of the Plainfield High School. 
New Jersey, 12 specified Farmers’ Bulle- 
tins from the Department of Agricul- 
ture, as well as a Year Book and certain 
other information which would be useful 
to a professor of chemistry. 

Barometer for Bird. 

On June 19, 1911, General Manager 
Bird wrote to Col. Mulhall asking him 
to secure, using means necessary, with- 
out cost, for his (Mr. Bird’s) private 
use, a barometer, chronometer and com- 
pass from the Navy Department. Col. 
Mulhall had some difficulty in securing 
these articles, as his first requests were 
refused, but finally through the asso- 
cilation’s good “friend,” Congressman 
McDermott, they were secured and sent 
on through the mails under a frank to 
General Manager Bird. 

On June 21, 1911, Col. Mulhall caused 
to be sent to General Manager Bird, for 
his private use and the use of his per- 
sonal friends who were yachtsmen, 30 
maps afid charts of the Atlantic coast 
from New York to Maine. These charts 
were worth from $7 to $15 apiece. At 
the same time he sent a half dozen 
Congressional vest pocket dictionaries 
and 100 franks for use in the New 
York office. On the same day Col. Mul- 
hall also sent under Government frank 
to each member of the Board of Direc- 
tors a Congressional Directory and a 
Year Book. 

On July 7, 1911, Col. Mulhall wrote to 
General Manager Bird that if he wished 
any of the year books sent to any 
member of the organization, it made no 
difference in what part of the country, 
the book could be sent. 

Chart of New York Harbor, 

On July 12, 1911, the Colonel sent to 
Secretary Boudinot, an _ enthusiastic 
yachtsman, a Government chart of New 
York Harbor, without cost to any one 
except the Government. 

On July 20, Secretary Boudinot grate- 
ful acknowledged receipt of the chart. 

On Oct, 26, 1911, General Manager Bird 
made a very remarkable request of Col. 
Mulhall. He wrote to him from New 
York to Baltimore, asking the Colonel 
to go immediately to Washington and 
secure for him ‘‘a’ copy of the specifi- 
cations and bids made for projectiles 
for the United States Government, or 
any bids which the Government may 
have contracted for recently.’’ The Col- 
onel was evidently successful, for on 
Oct. 31 General Manager Bird acknowl- 
edged receipt of the information which 
he had demanded, and he added ‘they 
have gone forward to the party who

melon rinds and venerable crackers 
whiskered with mold. In the icebox 
was the additional luxury of a pint 
bottle of sour milk. 
Chips and Cards Found. 

In an adjoining room, on the rear 
of the west side, they found chips scat- 
tered about the floor, several packs of 
cards thrown to the winds and a num- 
ber of slips of paper containing names 
and figures which, the detectives be- 
lieved, were memoranda of winnings 
and losses. In the same room was a big 
table marked with squares such as are 
used in poker games, and in a closet 
were 300 decks of cards and about 1000 
peker chips. 

After searching about they found an 
eleventh man .hiding in a darkened wash 
room, He explained that he had heard 
a noise, and being naturally timorous, 
had gone into the room and turned out 
the light.

NEAR BOAT DOCK 


Henry C. Beimes, Returning 
With 15 Others From Outing, 
Mistakes Shadow for Wharf. 


The tragic end of a happy four-day 
yacht cruise, when Henry C. Beimes, 
aged 28, of 423 Botanical avenue, was 
drowned Sunday night, has almost upset 
the reason of hig fiancee, Miss Ella 


Bowles, 450A Garfield avenue. 


The young woman was still hysterical 
Monday morning, in spite of the efforts 
of relatives to calm her. It was 
thought, however, that the nervous 
shock would have only temporary ef- 
fects. 

The death of young Beilmes came just 
at the time the yachting party of 16 
was congratulating each other that 
there had been no cloud on the long 
pleasure trip. Their boat, the Anx II, 
was nearing its dock at Market street 
and the Mississippi River. 

Mistocvk Shadow for Dock. 

It was about 9:30 o’clock when the 
boat drew up alongside the wharf. 
Beimes was among the first to spring 
out. It is believed that he mistook a 
shadow for part of the dock and stepped 
into the water. He could not swim 
and immediately sank, within a few feet 
of where his fiancee was standing. 

The young woman’s screams apprised 
the others of what had happened. A 
life line was thrown into the water, but 
it is doubted that Beimes saw it. The 
swift current carried him under a barge. 
He was not seen again. 

Leonard Tolle, 1938 East Warne ave- 
nue, sprang into the water in a vain 
attempt at rescue. Tire current bore him 
towards the barge, but he saw he could 
do nothing, and swam back to the yacht. 
Miss Bowles walked frantically up and 
down the deck of the yacht, calling to 
Beimes and trying to direct the res- 
cue. When she realized it was hope- 
less, she fainted. She was revived and

Louis Scheibly Declares He Has 
Made Good Alleged Bad 
Checks. 


Former Policeman Louis Scheibly, 
who disappeared from his home at 6927

The day he left he mailed a letter tu 
his wife and another to Capt. Reynolds, 
Stating he was going to the middle of 
the river on a boat, fasten a rock 
ageund his neck and shoot himself. 

Mrs. Scheibly id she had not heard 
from him until a week ago, when he 


sent word he was alive and well, and 
would come back and try to fix mat- 
ters up. Mrs. Sheibly has given up 
her home on Thekla avenue and is liv- 
ing with her relatives at 4721 Louisiana 
avenue. 

Scheibly said he would make no éf- 
fort to get reinstated in the depart- 


ment.

INVESTIGATORS OF 
FRIEDMAN “GURE’ 
QUIT IN DISGUST 


Specialists Unable to Obtain Suf- 
ficient Data on Which to 
‘Base an Opinion.

BERLIN, July 7.—The,following signed 
statement was given to the New York 


World and the sired wohntccsczran: corre- 
spondent: 

“The committee for the haventtendion 
of the treatment of tuberculosis accord- 
ing to Dr. Friedmann’s method was 
obliged to dissolve itself, owing to the 
difficulties in obtaining sufficient ma- 
terial whereon to base an opinion. 

“ALFRED WOLFF EISNER, 
“GEORGE JOACHIMSKHL, 
“FRIEPRICH KRAUS,’’ 

Thus, the special commission of three 
of the most noted German specialists 
in tuberculosis, who, at the instance of 
the New York World and Post-Dispatch, 
offered their services to determine the 
exact value of the Dr. Friedmann al- 
leged “turtle cure’’ for consumption in 
a strictly impartial manner, has been 
voluntarily dissolved by its members. 

The reason given for the dissolution 
was the inability of the commission, 
after every. proper effort, to obtain suf- 
ficient data whereon to base an intelli- 
gent opinion. 

This was entirely unexpected. It was 
understood that Dr. Alfred Wolff Eis- 
ner, one of the special commissioners, 
would go to Frankfort with Dr. Fried- 
mann and make an investigation of the 
tubercular patients that had been treat- 
ed in that city. Dr. Wolff Eisner wait- 
ed until midnight, but the man who 
heralded himself as the discoverer of a 
sure cure for the white plague did not 
keep his appointment. 

Dr. Wolff Eisner-told of an unexpect- 
ed attack from Friedmann at a meeting 
in the rooms of Friedrich Kraus, anoth- 
er member of the commission. Dr. Kar- 
funkel, who was referred to by Fried- 
mann as a distinguished physician who 
could corroborate the value of the turtle 
serum, also was present. 

hile the bitter statement made by 
Friedmann at the meeting was not 
made public, it is understood that it 
was based on the same ground that he 
took when in the United States—that the 
efficacy of the treatment could only be 
determined. by physicians who had been 
instructed by him in the handling of 
tubercular cases after the first injection 
of the serum had been administered. 
He is said to have demanded at the 
meeting of the special commission, as 
he did often in New York, that no final 
judgment should be passed on’ the value 
of the turtle treatment as administered 
by him until reports should have been 
made by Dr. Schleich, whom Friedmann 
left in charge of his laboratory and his 
patients when he came to New York. 

The commission, unable to obtain any 
accurate data upon which an opinion 
could be based that would be of any 
value to the tuberculosis sufferers, ‘‘quit 
in disgust.” 


Japanese Prince Ig Dead. 
TOKIO, July 7.—Prince Takehito of 
Arisugawa-No-Miya, head of a colliater- 
al branch of the imperial family, is 
dead of tuberculosis. Prince Takehito 
was born in 1862. He was an Admiral 
in the Japanese Navy and s¢rved in the 
Japan-Chinese War.

WASHINGTON, July 7.—Edward Lau- 
terbach, New York lawyer and friend 
of David Lamar, flatly denied before 
ihe Senate Lobby Committee today that 
he ever told Lewis Cass Ledyard, coun- 
sel for J. P. Morgan & Co., that he rep- 
resented Speaker Clark, Senator Stone 
and other Democratic leaders in nego- 
tiations with ‘‘Wall street’’ over pend- 
ing legislation. 

Lauterbach testified that he did go to 
the late J. P. Morgan with the resolu- 
tion for investigating the steel corpo- 
ration but not for the purpose of 
“shaking him down,” but solely with 
the idea that if Morgan would per- 
sonally ask Lamar to stop the resolu- 
tion the broken relations between the 
two men would be restored. 
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Denial as to Impersonations. 

Lauterbach denied that he knew of 
Lamar’s impersonations of congress- 
men in telephone convérsations with 
Wall street leaders, and that his pro- 
posal to stop congressional investiga- 
tion of the steel trust was to have the 
corporation make certain reforms which 
would make an investigation unneces- 
sary. He flatly denied having made 
any claims to influence with members 
of Congress. 

Denies Ledyard Story. 

Lauterbach swore he had not told Led- 
yard he represented Speaker Clark, Sen- 
ator Stone or any other Democratic 
leaders. ._He said, however, he had told 
Ledyard he felt confident he could stop 
investigation of the steel corporation 
without working through Lamar. 

“Did you see any Democratic lead- 
ers, Speaker Clark, Senator Stone, Con- 
gressman Palmer or any other Demo- 
cratic leaders?’ asked Senator Reed. 

“No, I saw none of them.”’ 

Lauterbach said he had never seen 
President Taft, but that Lamar had told 
him the Republican administration was 
opposed to the steel investigation. On 
that he based his statement to Ledyard 
that Taft did not desire the investiga- 
tion. He added he had censured Lamar 
for not letting him know of the imper- 
sonations he was carrying on over the 
telephone. 

Lamar’. Explanation. 

“Lamar said he had done these things 
to bring to light the conspiracy against 
me, of which Mr. Ledyard was the lead- 
ing factor. He had been working as- 
sidiously for two years to defame me 
because of my association with La- 
mar,’’ explained Lauterbach. 

“Wasn't that explanation absurd?” 
asked Senator Reed. 

“T told him it was absurd.” 

‘Tell us. how you expected to stop 
activity against the*steel corporation,”’ 
demanded Senator Walsh. 

Lauterbach began with an explanation 
of his association with steel affairs. 
He said he had represented George 
Kessler, third largest holder of Tennes- 
see Coal and Iron stock, in the “steel 
pool’’ before the 1907 panic, and at the 
request of Morgan he had undertaken 
to secure an option on Kessler’s stock. 
He felt he could prevent arguments 
showing the dangers that would attend 
an investigation of the steel carpora- 
tion. He said he had told Charles 
Steele of the Morgan firm that he could 
go ahead along that line. 

Interview With Morgan. 

“T told him I thought I could fore- 
stall the necessity for an investiga- 
tion. My idea was to have some ar- 
rangement made by the steel people 
that would meet the criticisms that 
had been made,’ explained Lauter- 
bach. He declared he had not meant 
he could. come to Washington and 
hold up the investigation pending in 
the House, 

“lT saw nobody. I talked with no- 
body. I had no influence to stop the 
investigation. I believed that if the 
Steel Trust had done some of the 
things they have done s'mce, and some 
other things, the investigation would 
have been stopped because it would 
have been unnecessary.” 

Lauterbach said Lamar showed him 
the Steel Trust investigation resolu- 
tion before it was introduced. ' 

“TIT begged him not to have ft ine 
troduced. I said I would go and see 
Mr. Morgan, so on the spur of the 
moment I took the reslutin and tld 
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tion,” said Lauterbach. “I asked that 
I be instructed to get rid of the res- 
olution if I could. I thought I could 
create good feeling then and there 
between Mr. Morgan and Lamar,” 


said Lauterbach. 
Lauterbach’s Testimony. 


Before Lauterbach’s examination 
went on, the committee, in executive 
session, debated whether his testi- 
mony would give him immunity from 
prosecution if it developed that he 
and Lamar had violated Federal .or 
New York State statutes. When they 
resumed the hearing, Lauterbach as- 
sured the Senators that he came be- 
fore the committee voluntarily. 

‘If there is any question in your 
mind as to immunity, I waive it ab- 
solutely,” said he. 

Impersonation Bill. 

Senator Cummins of the committee 
finished his bill, which would serve to 
visit with a prison sentence of not more 
than five years or a fine of $5000, or 
both, any person who sought to imper 
sonate a member of Congress or any 
ether public official. There is no law, 
go far as has been discovered, that will 
permit of the prosecution of David La- 
mar for impersonations of Congressmen.

Do the citizens of St. Louis favor fair play? Are 
they going to stand for the importation of 500 
negroes to be used as strike breakers, to take the 
place of striking cooks and waiters? Just stop 
and think what this means, not only to the union 
men, who are making only a fair demand on the 
hotel proprietors, but alsc what it means to the 
public in general.

Much Depends on Pitchers. 

The ultimate success of the Giants 
depends largely on the effectiveness of 
the pitching staff. If I were sure thac 
my twirlers would remain in the same 
form for the remainder of the season 
that they are showing at present, I 
might be tempted to talk pennant even 
now. But with nearly ninety games left 
to play and the possibility of my team 
being torn apart through injuries and 
sickness, it. would be ridiculous for me 
to claim the pennant.
